Research  strategies 

•  what  do  we  remember  and  how  do  we  remember  it 

•  curation,  streaming,  attention  economy,  information,  media  flows,  blogging, 
social  media 

•  search  terms,  keywords,  major  figures,  titles  of  specific  works,  previews  vs. 
whole  work 

•  syllabi,  dissertation  abstracts  and  current  articles  especially  useful  for  most 
recent  bibliography, 

•  how  to  find  out  about  independent  film:  makers  known  in  circles  more  than 
nationally;  special  interest  listservs  (eg,  frameworks  for  experimental  film; 
visible  evidence  for  documentary  studies;  film  festivals  and  film  festival 
streaming  channels  on  tv. 

•  Internet  searches  rely  also  on  your  own  aesthetic,  social,  personal 
preferences;  Pierre  Bourdieu  and  habitus;  how  and  where  you  look  at  certain 
works,  what  moves  you,  interests  you.  Your  own  media  savvy,  skills  (e.g., 
writing,  interviewing,  archive  work,  media  production,  blogging,  activism, 
craft,  social  passion,  pacing,  life  situation) 

•  Contemporary  scholars,  media  makers  explore  a  number  of  platforms  for 
creating,  communicating.  Explore  and  use  these  all  at  once:  social  media 
like  Facebook  and  Twitter,  website— often  interactive,  listservs,  conference 
papers,  small  groups  of  scholars  working  in  area— potential  collaboration, 
public  presentations .

Show  to  anyone,  require  password,  or  rental.  It  looks  junky.  Search  for  artist’ 
name;  add  “people”  filter  (  on  left)  when  search  page  comes  up.
